ANOTHER BREACH OF LAW 
The nnzis, hard-pressed for military mnn- 
powcr, have resorted to yet another breach 
ot International inw. Dr. Ooebbols haa In- 
vited German civilians to kill parachutlns 
allied filers, and Justified himself with some 
typical nazl absurdity about allied planes 
machine-gunning school children. 

One unconfirmed report coming through 
Sweden said that It had started: that five 
parachuting allied airmen had been killed, 
Berlin denials cut the figure to one. a "lynch- 
Ing" of an airman after churchgoers had been 
strafed, actordlng-to a nazl radio announce- 
ment. True or not. It makes little difference. 

This, like many another Goebbels pipe- 
dream, may backfire. It certainly has not 
stopped air activity over Germany, and will 
not. But It has again outraged clvllliallon 
with another Instance of Hitler's brutality. 
We shall not take the sort ot eountcr-meos- 
ures that have made the nazl Infamous. But 
a Just vengeance Is not retaliation. Each of 
these new measures of nazl desperation will 
make any thought of a "soft" peace for Ocr-. 
many that much more unlikely.
